which the government appeals to the 
people for support. 

Sixty-one provincial constituencies 
will be involved in the coming ele 
tion, provision having been made at 
the last session of the legislature for 
five members each, at large, for Ed- 
monton and Calgary, instead of three 
members each as formerly. Medicine 
Hat was given two members instead 
of one. The last legislature consist- 
ed of 58 members, including two seats 
for soldiers’ representatices, at large, | 
these being abolished under the am- 
endments of last session. 

Instead of being deferred as prev 
ious elections, the northern constitu- 
encies of Peace River and Athabasca 
will be voted on the same day as the 
remainder of the province this time.

Rye straw is not usually val 
s highly as a feed for stock, but 
in seasons of scarcity it is acceptable 
to both cattle and horses. Last winter 
we fed very little else to all our stock 
and they came through the winter in 
good condition. Horses should not be 
allowed to run to the straw piles, as 
they are likely to develop digestive 
troubles. When being fed rye straw

Objections 


The chief objection to winter rye 
is the danger of its becoming mixed 
Wheat should never fol- 
low immediately after a rye crop, as 
the volunteer rye being harvested 
with the wheat might easily affect 
the grade. A few grains of rye in 
wheat seed will do less damage than 
will growing rye plants in the field 
at the time the wheat is sown. 


Cultivation 


Winter rye responds to good treat- 
ment, the,same as other grains. The 
best results may be expected from 
well prepared summer fallow that has 
been plowed in June, well packed and 
kept clear of weeds. Qn account of 
its growth extending over so long a 
period—two or three months in the 
fall and three or four months in the 
following year—it requires a rood 
supply of moisture to insure a full 
crop. If the land is dry in the fall 
a strong early growth cannot be ex- 
pected. 


The date of seeding will depend 
partly on the moisture supply and 
how important it is to have a strong 
fall growth. Ordinarily the first half 
of August appears to be the safest 
time. If sown much earlier the crop 
makes a heavy drain on the moisture 
and it may suffer in the spring; and 
if sown later, particularly with an 
early winter, the crop may not be 
sufficiently advanced to safely hold 
land that is inclined to blow. Gener- 
ally speaking, the earlier the seeding 
the less seed is required, as the plants 
stool vigorously where they are thin, 
and form just as effective a covering 
as a greater number of plants start- | 
ed late in the season. When sown in 
late July or early August about 85 
pounds of seed is sufficient; as the 
season advances the amount of seed 
should be increased until by the first 
of September one bushel is sown. (In 
sowing rye the gauge is set as for 
wheat.) The seed should be put down! 
to moisture, and not less than 
and a half inches deep.

Do Not Winter Pasture 


It is not advisable to pasture it 
closely in the fall, as it is more liable 
to winter injury; and winter pastur- 
ing should be avoided. A limited 
amount of pasturing in the spring 
will not seriously injure the crop, but | 
if no late pasture is available the 
most satisfactory plan will be foun! 


ture and avoid damaging the balance 
of the field. 


In the spring, after the crop is well | 
started it may usually be harrowed 
to good advantag This breaks the 
crust, forms a light mulch and sim- 
wates a vigorous growth, There 
little danger of hurting the stand, 
even though it may be necessary to 
weight the harrows to effectively 
break the crust.

MAGELLAN STRAIT 


To commemorate the four hund- 
redth anniversary of the passing of 
Ferdinand Magellan, who discovered 
the strait which cuts through the 
“tail” of South America, and was the 
first of the old navigators to cross the 
Pacific Ocean, the Royal Geographical 
Society, London, is exhibiting an in- 
teresting collection of maps and books } 
relating to the explorer’s voyages. | 

It is not a little remarkable that the 
first narrative of Magellan’s voyage 
through the strait, which is fneluded 
in the collection, was not printed unti! 
the year 1900, having remained in 
manuscript till then. It was written 
by Antonio Pigafetta and contains 
only a very rough map, colored in 
brown and blue, giving a very inac- 
curate representation of the strait. 

The first map to show Magellan’s 
track with any degree of exactness is 
the globe, of which the society has a 
plan, attributed to Schoner. This was 
executed in 1523, and is supposed to 
have been copied by Holbein for his 
picture “Ambassadors,” which — is 
housed in London in the National Gal. 
ery. Another interesting exhibit is a 
quaint etchirig from De Bry’s “Collec- 
tion of Voyages,” 1590-1602, depicting 
Magellan passing through his strait. 
The explorer is drawn sitting com- 
placently in the bow of a small sail- 
ing craft, equipped with guns and 
shot, studying some instruments. The 
ship is represented as about to pass 
from the dark, turbulent waters of 
the strait out to the open sea, where 
mermaids are sporting in the water, 
while Neptune is represented as sit- 
ting in state on a bank of clouds. 

One of the most striking exhibits 
in the Royal Geographical Society's 
ollection is a copy of the Genoese 
world map of 1447, of which the orig- 
inal is in the possession of the H 
panic Society of America, The ques-

The redwood trees of California are 
famous for their size, age, and sym- 
Yet aside from the 
advertised wonders of the redwoods 
there is the feature of the circular 
formation noted in the grguwth of 
the young trees. The parent tree may 
have been felled by the woodsman’s 
axe, or or else destroyed by fire, and 
nothing is left but the huge stump. 
About this relic of the forest giant 
slender saplings form a circle, almost 
as though the fairies had marked 
the place for their midnight frolics 
and the trees gathered close to see 
them.
